School property in Didsbury, 
operated by the Mennonite Breth- 
ren in Christ. 

With the failure of the applica- 
tion for tax exemption in Dids- 
bury, the property of the M.B.C. 
Bible School will remain on the 
tax roll of the town and taxes will 
be levied as as usual p thalnatcl 1947.

It was 
cut with a sickle, threshed over split logs, ground in an 
old fashioned, hand turned coffee mill—now see the com- 
bine, it cuts and threshes the grain, In that period, almost 
in the span of one human life we have moved from the 


sickle to cradle, from the cradle to the reaper, from the | 
reaper to the binder, and now the combine, There is the | 
pictures of agriculture in Canada, a century of magnifi- 


cent progress—where next, where do we go from here?’ 

In the first census of industry in Canada in 1870 the 
average factory worker received $220 per year. 
the scene hus changed, the ( 
ing $1,650 a year. How was the change brought about? 
The fingers of our forefathers were as deft as ours. With- 
in the limitations of their lives their minds were as keen, 
they worked much longer hours. 

What brought about this increased capacity for pro- 
duction, the shorter hours of toil, The answer 1s that to- 
day man’s effort to produce is increased by the power 
of the mighty machines he has summoned to his aid. For 
every factory worker in Canada, in 1870, there was a 
capital investment of $420, In 1943 the capital investment 
per worker was $5,000, more than 12 times as much, In 


the olds days, hand power was a factor in production. | 


Now man has called to his aid these great machines driven 
mainly by electric power and used to lighten the burden 
of toil, to increase his capacity to produce. 

Now all this would be quite impossible of accomplish- 
ment by any other means. Progress, in the future, will 
come from the use of still more invested capital. The 
higher the investment, the greater will be the volume of 
production, the hizher will he the earnings of labor. But 
much capital has been destroyed by the war, The world 
is hungry for more capital. An increase in invescod cay 
tal will raise the standard of living throughout the ww: nd,

AUTO PLATES UP §1 


Legislation calculated to ensure 
payment of damages to victims of 
accidents arising out of the opera- 
tion of motor vehicles was intro- 
duced in the Alberta legislature 
last week, 

The compulsory car insurance in- 
volves payment of $1 in addition to 
the regular fee on a license for each 
automobile or truck. It is exvect- 
ed these $1 payments will build up 
a $100,000 fund in the first vear 

The legislation, effective April 1, 
guarantees payment of damages up 
to $10,000. 

Unlike the Manitoba Act which 
orders an automobile seized auto- 
matically if a victim's judgement 
for damages is not satisfied, the Al- 
berta legislation provides only for 
cancellation of the drivers’ license 

If an owner of a motor vehicle 
has no insurance or other means of 
paying a judgement obtained by a 
victim, the claimant can call upon 
the fund built up by the $1 pay- 
ments to satisfy the claim. 

The legislation guarantees to 
pay the hospital costs of everyone

ou'l!; MORE PIGS PER LITTER 


In any discussion of cost of hog | 
production, the questions of cost of | 
feed, cost of breeding stock, cost 
of equipment, overhead and other 
items must be considered. There is | 
another point of equal importance 
which is sometimes overlooked and 
that is the question of the average 
number of pigs raised per litter, 
says JG. Stothart, Division oi 
Animal Husbandry, Central Ex- 
perimental Farm, Ottawa. As the 
yearly cost of maintaining the sow 
has to be charged to the litter or} 
litters she raises, and as it takes al- 
most as much feed, the main item 
of expense, for a sow to raise and 
wean only five pigs as it would if 
she weaned ten or a dozen, it is ob- 
vious that the number over which 
this cost is spread is perticularly 
important, | 

There are several factors whieh | 
influence the number of pigs wean- 
ed per litter. Most of them have to

ing, feeding, management and san- 
itation. From a breeding or inheri- |

Anaemia, the cause of consider 
able loss of suckling pigs, is the re 
sult of an iron deficiency in the 
sow’'s milk and can be remedied in 
several ways, One of the simplest 
is to feed each little pig an amount 
of “reduced iron” equal in size to a 
tablet of about a quarter inch in 
diameter when about three, ten 
and twenty days old

objective of an earlier disease-free 
wheat of Thatcher quality. 

Originating from a_ cross 
tween Thatcher and C26-44.7 in 
1938, Saunders is the result of nine 
years of research. Development of 
this variety would have taken even 
longer had not the Cereal Division 
of the Dominion Experimental 
Farms raised two crops a year in 
its greenhouses. 

For five years the most promis- 
ing seed of this cross was tested for 
earliness in the Peace River area 
and for four years on Experimental 
Farms and Stations in Western 


| Canada. 


Over this final four-year test, the 
new variety averaged in Alberta, 
a yield equal to that of Thatcher 
and © slightly better than that of 
either Red Bobs or Marquis. It 
matures three days earlier than 
Thatcher and 5'y days earlier than 
Marquis, important considerations 
in the relatively brief frost-free 
growing period of the Peace River 
area. 

The Cereal Division has bred into 
this new wheat resistance to those 
diseases which limit yield in North- 
west Canada. Saunders is resistant 
to stem rust and loose smut, and 
moderately resistant to bunt, leaf 
rust and root rot. The Saunders 
kernel has the good colour of Mar- 
quis, and is better than that of 
Thatcher, 

There are only 200 bushels of 
seed of this variety and these will 
be sown this spring at the Domin- 
ion Experimental Stations at La- 
combe and Beaverlodge, Alberta 
There they will be increased for 
wider distribution in 1948

Net income of Canadian farmers 
from farming operations in 1946 
totalled $1,267,400,000 the highest | 
figure ever recorded since compila- | 
tion of comparable statistics began 
in 1938, the Bureau of Statistics re- 
ported recently. It compared with 
a net income of $1,003,700, 000 in 
1945 and the previous high of $1,- 
226,900,000 in 1944. 

With the exception of Prince 
Edward Island, all of the 1946 pro- 
vincial net incomes were larger 
than in 1945 and except for Sask- 
atchewan were above the 1944 fig- 
ures, 

Compared with 1945, the great- 
est absolute gain in provincial net 
income occurred in Saskatchewan | 
with Alberta a close second. 

Net income from farming opera- 
tions in 1946 in western provinces | 
with totals for the preceeding year 
in brackets was:
